keep this field for thom. I am ayeare, however, that the Situation 
becomes a little more difficult to deal with each year as the United 
States notes and Silver certificates of large denominations diminish 
in volume. ‘The accompanying stetements show the denominations of 
paper money outstanding now and a vear 28g0, from which it appears 
that the conversion of notes above 310. into ‘denoninations below that 
size amounted during: the year to about 30,000,000. - There sti11 re~ 
mains, however, $176,000,000 of United States notes and 1334, 000,000 
of silver certificates in denominations of 310 and higher. T am 
surprised to note that the mmbor of Silver certificates of the $10. 
denomination has increased by about 36,000,000 during the past year 
and do not understand why this should be when pemission is being 
asked to issue gold certificates undor 210. I werstand thas’ 
United States notes are being re-issued in denominations of £10. 

It seems to me that the policy of reducing United States notes and 
Silver certificates to denominations below 3106 should be systomat- 
ically pursued and thet no sold certificates should be issued under 
$10. except as a last resort. 


Undoubtedly there is di fficulty in getting hola of the 
large United States notes and Silvor certificates yet outstanding. 
You will observe that there are 38,950,000 of United States notes 
in the {31,000 denomination. ‘Those are doubtless closely held in 
bank reserves and I presume the only way to get thom is by direct 
request to the particalar banks that are Known to hold them. There 
is no reason why they should not Give them wp in exchange for sold 
cortificates of the seme denomination, __ The Comptroller of the Cur- 
roney tells mo that his examiners would be able to locate. them. if 
they are held by benks in sub~treasury cities, as igs likely the case, 
the exchange could be effected throvch the Sub-treasuries without ex 


pense to tthe bank. . 3

further legislation in order to provide for small notes but I would 
like to soe all of these lfrge credit notes reduced below the (10.

This man French, I am told, used to be employed in the 
San Pranciseo Mint and in a recent reorganization of the force of - 
the institution was ‘notified that he would have to take a lower 
position with correspondingly lower pay. Ho declined to accept 
thege conditions and filed hig resignation, but afterwards withdrew 
it and asked to be furloughed without pay. Follewing the letter 
action he began a series of sensational articles in the daily prees 
and was forthwith dismissed for having "written and caused to be 
_ published, statements regarding Mint affairs. and Government officials, 
that are preposterous, scandalous and untrue." ' Sore 


There’ ig no foundation for any of French's charges except 
in the cimgle fact that the refinery in the Philadelphia Mint has been 
Glowed since the reopening of the refinery in the New York Asgay Office, 
2% being deemed unnecessary to continue another refinery so near to 
the one in New York. The Philadelphia Mint does not serve any bullion 
produging district and regeives but little bullion from original sources. 
The article publigzhed in the Denver Express makes the statement that all 
of the refineries except the ono in the San Francisco Mint have been 
clomeg, although if the editor of that paper had taken the trouble to 
cali up the Denver Mint on the telephone he would have learned that the 
refinery in that institution was running as usual. A new and cotipletely 
equipped electrolytic refinery was opened in the New York Assay Difice 
on dentiary Ist, last, the greater part of the year 1911 having bean:
